Claim 1 

Document 1: JP, 7-163623, A (YOSHIRO NAKAMATSU), 27 June 1995 
Claim 1 describes "abed that prevents bedsores and/or activates internal organs, wherein the 
back and/or feet are raised, and it is tilted centered on the axis in the direction of the spine." 

Document 2: Microfilm of the specification and drawings annexed to the written application of 
Japanese Utility Model Application No. 18449/1989 (Laid-open No. 1 1 1426/1990) (SHINICHI 
AKEDA), 06 September 1990 

The claims describe "a movable bed, comprising ... a plurality of flat plates ... a means 
whereby, while simultaneously folding said plurality of flat plates over a chair, said side plates are 
raised relative to the flat plates." 

The movable bed described in claim 1 is described in documents 1 and 2. 

Document 3: JP, 2001-8979, A (KANAYAMA KOSEN YUGEN KAISHA), 16 January 2001 

(16.01.01), Claim 1 . 

This document describes "a nursing bed wherein part of the lower body floor part is tilted in the 
width direction to adjust to back lifting action of the back, and the lower body is tilted laterally at the 
tower body floor part simultaneously with upper body raising by the back." 

Document 4: JP, 1 1-239524, A (KANAYAMA KOSEN YUGEN KAISHA), 07 September 1999 

(07.09.99), Claim 1 . 

This document describes "a nursing bed that is capable of rotational displacement to the side to 
adjust to lifting action of a movable lifting bed part (B) supporting the upper body of a patient." 

m the nursing bed described in document 1 too it would be easy to arrive at the movable bed 
described in claim 1 by providing the same sort of vertical segments (bedframe vertical beams) as in 
the lower body floor part (A) in the back part (B), and rotationally displacing both the back part (B) 
and the lower body floor part (A) to the side to adjust to lifting action of the back part (B). 
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
